I  make  the  above  comparison  iu  order  that  your  honora- 
ble bodies  may  know  the  economy  ettected  during  the  past 
year  over  preceding  years,  by  reason  of  changes  made  in  the 
running  machinery  of  the  Works  and  Engines,  and  while  it 
gives  me  pleasure  to  make  so  satisfactory  a  comparison,  it 
must  be  added  that  it  has  not  been  done  by  reducing  the  pay 
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of  emplo^'ces  under  me,  for  on  the  coutrary,  it  has  been 
thought  proper  to  increase  their  pay  twelve  and  one-half  per 
cent,  over  tlie  preceding  year,  which  in  justice  should  be, 
but  is  not,  deducted  from  this  comparison.  I  desire  to  give 
due  credit  to  my  predecessor,  Wm.  Faulkner,  Esq.,  for  the 
introduction  of  the  new  doctor  engine,  which  v/as  a  great 
improvement  over  the  injector;  and  while  seeking  no 
special  credit  ior  performing  a  simple  duty,  still  I  deem  it  but 
justice  to  myself  that  the  improvements  made  during  the 
past  year  should  be  duly  laid  before  you. 

linprov<>ineiit8  made  in  1S66.  — Blow-oflT  Pipo. 

This  is  an  improvement  made  to  obviate  the  stopping  up 
of  the  strainer  in  the  river.  It  connects  the  main  pipe  to 
strainer  with  the  ascending  main  to  basin,  thereby  obtaining 
the  full  pressure  of  the  column  of  water  on  the  ascending  main 
equal  to  92  lbs.  to  the  square  inch,  preventing  the  possibility 
of  the  river  end  ever  being  stopped  up,  a  nuisance  occurring 
too  often  heretofore. 

Cnt-oflT  on    Engines. 

By  a  change  in  the  "  Cam  "  arrangement  of  the  engines 
I  have  been  enabled  to  "  cut  oft  ''  at  "  halt  stroke,"  instead 
of  "  three  quarters  "  as  heretofore.  By  this  improvement  I 
claim  the  saving  in  steam  to  ha\  e  been  great,  and  the  econo- 
my' m  fuel  to  be  from  110  to  130  bushels  ol  coal  per  day,  and 
the  labor  of  two  men  as  firemen.  The  working  gain  in  using 
steam  expansively,  has  been  fully  demonstrated,  the  only 
question  being  the  happy  medium  in  "  cut  oft*.  "

At  no  distant  day  a  new  main  must  be  laid  from  basin  to 
connection  with  city — but  looking  to  the  immediate  wants 
in  other  parts  of  the  city  for  securing  a  "full  head"  ot  water 
for  the  emergency  of  fires,  to  say  nothing  of  the  regular 
supply  demanded,  constantly  increasing,  I  believe  it  would 
be  good  economy  to  lay  twelve  inch  mains  in  certain  streets 
in  the  First  and  Second  Wards.  To  that  end  I  respectfully 
recommend  for  your  consideration,  as  follows,  viz :  Com- 
mencing at  the  junction  of  School  street  with  Rebecca,  and 
thence  along  Rebecca  to  its  junction  with  Western  avenue 
at  Mulberry  street.  Also  in  the  Second  ward,  commencing 
at  the  junction  of  Jackson  street  with  Federal ;  thence  along 
Jackson  to  Pasture  Lane ;  thence  along  Pasture  Lane  to 
Ohio  avenue ;  thence  along  Ohio  avenue  to  Manchester, 
when,  at  some  future  day,  it  might  be  laid  along  Ferry 
street  to  the  junction  of  Mulberry  and  Western  avenue,  thus 
completing  the  circle.  These  improvements  I  earnestly  urge 
as  greatly  needed. 

In  conclusion,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  em- 
ployees under  me  have  discharged  their  duties  with  ability 
and  fidelity  to  the  city's  interest.

Gentlemen — Your  Assessor  of  Water 
Rents  would  respectfully  submit  his  annual  report,  setting 
forth  the  amount  of  the  rates  assessed  on  the  various  estab- 
lishments and  dwellings  throughout  the  city  and  vicinity, 
using  the  city  water.  The  annual  assessments  of  rates  to  be 
charged  for  water  for  the  year,  commencing  April  1st,  1866, 
is  not  fully  completed,  owing  to  the  introduction  of  water 
meters  m  many  of  the  manufacturing  establishments;  and 
as  the  assessments  on  these  establishments  are  made  quarter- 
ly by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Works,  there  are  but 
three-quarters  of  the  year  1866  to  report  on  the  water  meters, 
and  the  assessments  for  building  purposes  are  not  completed; 
but  if  desired  by  Councils,  the  aggregate  amount  can  be 
given  at  an  early  date  in  April,  1867.  By  rel  erring  to  last 
January's  report,  for  the  year  18U5,  it  may  be  seen  the 
amount  then  reported,  ($71,855.37,)  was  not  in  full  tor 
the  year,  owing  to  the  same  cause  as  above  stated.  When 
the  January  quarter  of  the  meters  was  taken  for  the  year 
1865,  there  was  a  surplus  ot  $2,881.57  over  the  average  of 
the  same  quarter,  and,  $399.70  lor  water  used  in  the  erection 
of  new  buildings,  over  what  was  then  reported,  which  made 
a  surplus  of  $3,281.21;  this  added  to  $71,855.-^7,  would  make 
a  total  for  the  year  1865  of  $7£),136.58. 

Gentlemen,  I  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  increase 
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from  water  rents  for  the  year  1866,  has  exceeded  my  expec- 
tations. The  amount  of  the  rates  assessed  in  the  first  and 
second  assessments,  exclusive  of  the  water  meters  and  other 
items  ot  assessments,  is  $^iO, 089.74;  assessment  on  water 
cart,  $100 ;  assessments  for  building  purposes,  $425,  not 
completed.  The  assessments  on  meters  up  to  last  December, 
1866,  by  George  N.  Miller,  Superintendent  of  the  Water 
Works,  is  $14,243.82;  average  for  January  quarter,  $5,298.47. 
These  assessments,  when  footed  up,  would  make  $80,157.03, 
making  an  increase  of  $5,020.45  over  last  year.  Durini';  tlie 
past  year  there  was  an  unusual  number  of  new  buildings 
erected  in  the  city  of  AUeghen}-,  and  it  might  have  been  ex- 
pected that  there  would  have  been  a  ujurli  larger  increase  in 
the  revenue  from  water  rents.  But  on  the  26th  of  Decem- 
ber the  assessments  for  water  closed  for  the  year  1866.  At 
that  date  scarcely  one-half  of  the  new  buildings  were  com- 
pleted and  tenanted.  This  in  part  was  o^^ingto  the  lateness 
in  the  season  in  which  a  very  large  portion  of  the  new  build- 
ings was  commenced,  and  the  scarcity  of  mechanics,  and 
the  severe  freeze  setting  in,  they  remain    unfinished. 

The  followingis  a  detailed  report  of  the  assessments  made  on 
the  various  establishments  and  dwellings  using  hydrant  wa- 
ter, exclusive  of  the  water  meters,  the  number  of  dwellings 
and  manufacturing  establishments  in  the  city  not  supplied 
with  city  water,  and  the  number  of  new  buildings  erected 
during  the  past  year.

The  number  of  families  now  supplied  with  water  from  the 
"Works,  is  6,392,  being  an  increase  over  last  year  of  one 
hundred  and  four  families.  In  1865  there  were  thirty-two 
dwellings,  three  saw  mills,  one  lead  factory,  one  turning  shop 
and  one  steel  works  unsupplied  with  city  water.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  1866  the  number  unsupplied  was  seventy-one. 
This  large  increase  was  owing  to  a  portion  of  the  new  build- 
ings being  erected  on  streets  and  alleys  where  no  water  pipes 
are  laid.  A  great  portion  of  these  dwellings  are  completed 
and  tenanted,  and  would  it  not  be  advisable  to  have  the 
water  pipes  laid  on  these  streets  and  alleys,  at  as  early  a 
date  as  the  weather  would  admit  of?  During  the  past  year 
361  new  buildings  have  been  erected  in  the  city  at  the  cost  of 
$782,500.00,  apportioned  in  the  several  Wards  as  follows  : 
First  ward,  61;  Second  ward,  148;  Third  ward,  115;  Fourth 
ward,  37.  Of  this  number  204  were  frames,  and  157  bricks; 
additions  of  frames,  30 ;  additions  of  bricks,  27.  Of  the 
above  number,  294  were  dwellings.  The  greater  portion  of 
the  new  dwellings  were  of  medium  size,  and  of  that  class  in 
such  general  demand  that  twice  the  number  might  be  rented. 
The  City  is  gradually  increasing  in  population  and  bnildii  gs, 
and  with  proper  care  and  attention  to  the  assessment,  a  cor- 
responding increase  may  be  expected  in  the  revenues  from 
water  rents. 

Gentlemen,  in  closing  up  my  official  relations  at  the  end 
of  another  year,  permit  me  to  return  you  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  uniform  confidence  and  trust  reposed  in   me  during 
the  period  I  have  occupied  the  office  of  Water  Assessor. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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Report  0f  ^ommittee  on  ^^i^t. 


To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils: 

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Water, 
in  making  their  Annual  Statement  to  Councils,  would  re- 
spectfully report  that  the  Water  Works  proper  are  now  in 
complete  working  order.  During  the  past  year  the  supply  of 
water  was  adequate  to  all  demands  for  it,  and  the  Works 
have  not  been  runnii)g  more  than  half  their  capacit}',  so  that 
were  the  consumption  double  what  it  is  at  the  present  time, 
there  would  exist  no  necessit}^  for  any  extension  ot  the 
Works  and  consequent  expense  to  the  city.  But  while  it  is 
true  as  regards  the  Works  themselves,  it  will  not  hold  as  re- 
gards the  pipes  conveying  the  water  through  the  city.  Al- 
ready there  are  indications  that  some  of  the  pipes  are  in- 
capable of  furnishing  a  fall  supply  of  water,  complaints  of  a 
deficient  s'lpply  having  been  made  in  at  least  two  instances? 
which,  upon  investigation  was  discovered  to  have  been  occa- 
sioned by  the  main  pipe  from  which  the  water  was  drawn 
being  too  small.  A  serious  mistake  has  been  made  in  laying 
the  mains  of  so  small  a  sizj,  and  it  is  highly  probable  that  a 
number  of  them  will  have  to  be  taken  up  and  larger  ones 
substituted.  Care  should  be  taken  in  the  future  to  lay  pipes 
equal,  not  only  to  supply  the  then  existing  demand  for  water, 
but  also  for  the  supply  of  all  contingent  demands. 

It  is  also  a  source  of  gratification  to  us  to  state  that  the  ex. 
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pense  of  running  the  Works  has  been  very  materially  less- 
ened, and  though  the  total  expenses  of  the  1/epartment  have 
not  been  reduced  to  any  great  extent,  yet  when  we  take  into 
considi  ration  the  vast  quantity  of  pipe  that  has  been  pur- 
chased and  laid  during  the  year  just  ended,  (exceeding  in 
amount  any  three  years  preceding  it  s^nce  the  erection  of  the 
Works,)  we  must  regard  it  as  a  matter  of  surprise  that  the 
expenses  are  not  much  greater. 

The  rates  charged  for  water  to  consumers  by  meter 
measure  were  reduced  twenty  per  cent,  the  past  year  by 
Councils,  upon  the  recommendation  of  your  Committee,  so 
that  the  rates  now  charged  are  twelve  instead  of  fifteen  cents 
per  1000  gallons,  a  measure  which  was  eminently  just  and 
right,  as  the  former  rate  was  in  the  highest  degree  oppres- 
sive. 

The  practice  of  extending  the  water  pipes  and  use  of  the 
city  water  outside  the  limits  of  the  city,  we  strongly  con- 
demn, as  it  occasions  great  annoyance  to  your  Committee 
and  loss  to  the  city.  Those  persons  to  whom  the  city  water 
is  granted,  either  cannot  or  will  not  prevent  others  who  have 
no  right  to  use  it,  from  doing  so,  and  as  these  clandestine  con- 
sumers are  outside  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  therefore  can- 
not be  reached  by  our  laws,  either  to  compel  them  to  pay  for 
the  water  consumed,  or  to  punish  them  for  using  it  without 
any  recompense  to  the  city,  we  cannot  conceive  of  any  way 
by  which  the  matter  can  be  remedied  other  than  by  extend- 
ing the  city  limits,  so  as  to  include  all  the  territory  through 
which  the  pipe  is  laid,  or  by  shutting  ofi"  the  water  altogeth- 
er from  all  persons  outside  our  own  limits.  We  would 
present  this  subject  to  the  incoming  Councils  and  earnestly 
urge  them  to  adopt  one  of  these  alternatives. 

As  may  be  seen,  by  reference  to  the  report  of  our  Water 
Assessor,  Mr.  Davis,  there  has  been  a  very  large  number  of 
houses  erected  in  the  city  the  past  year — cheering  evidt-nce 
of  substantial  prosperity. 

For  further  and  more  complete  details,  we  would  refer  you 
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to  the  reports  of  the  Water  Assessor  and  Superintendent  of 
the  Water  Works.  We  would  add,  in  conclusion,  that  we 
take  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  abilities  of  the  gentlemen 
just  referred  to,  both  of  wbom  we  believe  to  be  the  right 
men  in  the  right  place.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils: 

Gentlemen — Agreeably  to  the  requirements 
of  the  City  Ordinances,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  legal  business  of  the  city  of  Allegheny 
during  the  past  year. 

The  unfinished  legal  business  of  the  city  at  the  time  of  my 
appointment,  was  not  of  very  large  amount,  and  that  had 
been  advanced  as  far  as  possible  towards  completion,  by  Mr. 
Schoyer,  my  immediate  predecessor  in  office. 

At  that  time  the  well  known  "  Il^elson  Island"  case— said 
island  being  claimed  by  the  city  as  embraced  in  Island  Lane, 
a  public  highway,  and  by  the  Irwin  heirs  as  belonging  to  them, 
— was  approaching  trial  in  the  District  Court.  Messrs.  S. 
Schoyer  and  M.  W.  Acheson,  assisted  me  in  preparing  the 
case,  and  when  about  proceeding  to  trial  we  found  the  Court 
already  entertaining  impressions  unfavorable  to  the  claim  of 
the  city,  whereupon  it  was  thought  advisable  by  all  the  coun- 
sel, acting  for  said  city,  not  to  proceed  to  trial  but  to  make 
an  effort  to  procure  legislative  authority  to  transfer  the  case 
to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  To  accomplish  that  object 
I  prepared  and  sent  to  our  Representatives  a  bill  grant- 
ing such  powers ;  and  although  our  representatives  perse- 
veringly  urged  it,  the  bill,  by  reason  of  opposing  influences, 
did  not  pass,  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  advance  any  fur- 
ther in  the  case. 
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A  considerable  amount  of  taxes  for  the  years  1863  and 
1864  were  placed  in  my  hands  for  collection.  The  great- 
er part  have  been  collected  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer.  The 
collection  of  the  balance  has  been  delayed  or  prevented  for 
want  of  sufficient  descriptions  of  property,  because  of  the 
previous  sale  of  property  for  taxes,  and  by  reason  of  the  own- 
ership by  the  city  of  some  of  the  lots  assessed.  Some  of 
these  should  not  have  been  sent  to  the  Solicitor,  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  costs  of  a  few  cases,  improperiy  brought,  will 
amount  to  as  much  as  the  taxes  recovered  in  many  returned 
for  collection.  The  taxes  returned,  in  each  instance,  seldom 
amount  to  more  than  five  ($5)  dollars,  and  because  of  the 
small  amount  in  many  cases,  have  never  been  applied  for  by 
the  Collector,  who  should  not  he  allowed  to  return  any  tax  as 
uncollected,  without  making  oath  that  he  had  made  personal 
application  therefor;  for  ihe  reason  that  the  costs  of  legal 
proceedings  are  so  heavy  tliat  great  care  is  due  not  to  inflict 
them  on  innocent  persons. 

Suit  was  bn»ug!it  upon  the  bond  of  William  Hobson,  Col- 
lector for  1860,  against  Arthur  Hobson,  A.  Arent  and  Victor 
Scriba,  his  securities,  for  the  sum  of  $980.24,  (including  in- 
terest,) the  amount  of  warrants  not  returned  or  accounted 
for  by  him  as  Collector  for  the  year  1860.  Judgment  was 
obtained  against  A.  Arent  and  Victor  Scriba,  and  an  agree- 
ment made  with  Arthur  Hobson,  allowing  the  set  oti"  ot  a 
claim  due  him  by  the  city,  and  his  promise  to  pay  the  bal- 
ance of  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars  assumed  by  him  on  said 
bond.  The  balance  of  above  said  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars 
has  been  paid  by  Arent  and  Scriba.  I  was  directed  by  the 
Finance  Committee  to  sue  upon  some  warrants  for  a  very 
large  amount  of  taxes  due  in  1860,  returned  as  uncollected 
by  Wm.  Hobson.  I  have  brought  suit  and  been  presented 
with  a  receipt  signed  by  Wm.  Hobson  for  the  taxes  in  one  of 
the  largest  cases,  B}'  reason  of  this  revelation  and  the  as- 
surances of  the  other  parties  sued,  their  character  and  the 
surrounding  circurasiances,  I  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  with- 
hold further  action  for  the  present. 

The  Western  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  under  its  chartered 
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authority  has,  during  the  past  year,  entered  our  city,  removed 
our  bridges  and  cut  down  our  streets.  At  their  first  attempt 
lo  remove  the  bridges,  the  Mayor,  acting  with  my  advice, 
arrested  their  workmen  ;  upon  which  an  injunction  was 
applied  for  and  obtained,  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  to 
restrain  the  city  from  thus  interfering  with  the  said  Raih'oad 
or  its  agents.  It  was  deemed  advisable  to  carry  the  case  no 
further. 

The  opening  of  Washington  street  and  Allegheny  avenue 
descended  to  my  hands  from  the  previous  Solicitor.  'I  he 
benefits  assessed  in  the  first  named  street  have  been  collected, 
the  damages  paid  and  the  street  reported  to  Councils  as 
ready  for  opening.  As  to  Allegheny  avenue,  a  large  part  of 
the  money  had  been  paid  into  my  hands.  I  had  been  in- 
formed that  all  legal  and  usual  notices  for  the  payment  of 
the  benefits  assessed,  had  been  given,  and  that  proceedings 
should  be  commenced  for  collection  from  those  who  had  not 
paid,  in  order  that  the  street  might  be  speedily  opened; 
whereupon  suits  were  brought  for  the  recovery  of  the  unpaid 
benefits ;  some  were  paid,  when  defenses  being  put  in  to 
others,  paymente  ceased  to  be  made,  and  are  not  urged  until 
the  determination  of  the  cases  selected  to  test  the  legal  efi:ect 
of  the  defenses  put  in.  The  chief  defense  is  that  the  report 
of  benefits  assessed  was  not  entered  in  the  records  of  judg- 
ments, as  required  by  law.  The  question  is  a  nice  and  difli- 
cult  one,  which  the  courts  must  decide. 

Davis  Alley  has  been  viewed,  the  view  reported,  confirmed 
and  filed  in  Court,  and  nearly  all  the  money  paid  in  during 
the  last  year. 

The  view  for  the  opening  of  two  streets  in  the  Third  ward, 
was  made  and  is  handed  in,  and  is  now  before  your  honora- 
ble bodies  tor  confirmation  or  rejection. 

The  view  for  the  opening  of  Buena  Vista  street,  from  Tay- 
lor avenue  to  Jackson  street,  has  been  made  and  the  report 
is  about  ready  for  presentation  to  Councils, 

The  case  of  Isaac  Craig  vs.  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and 
others,  seeking  to  enjoin  the  city  from  building  a  sewer  in 
the  bed  of  the  canal,  was  defeated  in  the  Court  of  Common 
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Pleas.     It  was  then  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court,  where  it 
has  been  argued  but  as  yet  remains  undetermined. 

The  case  of  replevin  by  the  City  vs.  Conrad  C.  Smith,  for 
two  engine  horses,  has  been  tried  before  arbitrators,  whom  I 
understand  disagree,  and  as  yet  have  rendered  no  decision. 
If  they  decide  against  the  city,  the  case  can  be  appealed  to 
Court,  and  I  feel  assured  that  the  city  can  maintain  in  Court 
the  title  she  claims  in  the  horses. 

A  suit  is  pending  in  Court  by  The  Lawrenceville  Savings 
Bank  against  the  City,  on  three  coupons,  for  interest  due 
January  1st,  1866,  on  city  bonds.  On  January  1st,  1866, 
and  until  Work,  McCouch  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  became 
insolvent,  the  city  bad  on  deposit  with  Work,  McCouch  & 
Co.,  money  for  the  payment  of  this  interest,  of  whicti  public 
notice  was  given  ;  by  reason  whereof  I  have  been  instructed 
to  defend  this  claim,  as  a  test  of  the  liability  of  the  city  in 
like  cases. 

The  suits  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  against  the 
city,  upon  the  coupons  of  the  city  railroad  bonds,  have  all 
been  satisfied  upon  the  records  in  accordance  with  the  settle- 
ment made  by  the  city  with  the  bondholders.  Further  than 
this  I  have  not  been  called  upon  for  any  service  in  relation 
to  these  matters. 

Considerable  time  has  been  required  of  me  in  drawing  up 
contracts,  ordinances,  and  bills  for  presentation  to  the  past 
and  present  Legislatures,  but  I  believe  the  above  includes 
the  most  important  part  of  my  official  transactions  for  the 
city,  and  of  the  unfinished  business  of  the  office.

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Engines,  in 
making  their  Annual  Statement,  would  respectfully  report,

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We  are  gratified  to  state  that  all  of  the  Companies  are 
active,  efficient  organizations,  and  would  suffer  none  by  com- 
parison with  similar  organizations  elsewhere.  The  Second 
ward  Hose  Company — the  Friendship — has  been  organized 
by  your  Committee  during  the  past  year — a  measure  which 
was  rendered  necessary  from  the  fact  that  the  former  Com- 
pany existed  only  in  name,  having  neither  men  nor  equip- 
ments. The .  Company  has  been  furnished  with  a  very 
superior  new  Hose  Carriage,  built  by  Messrs.  Workman, 
Moore  &  Co.,  of  our  own  city;  and  having  been  placed  upon 
the  same  footing  as  regards  pay  and  members,  as  the  other 
Companies,  they  will  do  doubt  prove  to  be  a  valuable  addi- 
tion to  the  Department. 

During  a  great  portion  of  the  year  great  annoyance  and 
trouble  was  occasioned  to  your  Committee  and  to  Councils, 
from  the  unwillingness  of  the  then  Gen.  Grant  Fire  Com- 
pany to  acknowledge  the  authority  of  your  Committee  in 
making  contracts  involving  expense  to  the  city.  They  were 
finally  dismissed,  however,  and  a  Company  was  formed  which 
we  hope  will  occasion  none  of  the  annoyances  spoken  of,  and 
will  at  the  same  time  be  an  efficient  organization. 

We  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  management  and  effi- 
ciency of  the  "Hope,"  It  has  been  and  is  a  splendid  Com- 
pany, one  whose  record  is  made  and  on  which  commenda- 
tion is  wasted. 

In  regard  to  the  Columbia  Hose  Company  of  the  Fourth 
ward,  though  we  cannot  speak  officially  of  them,  not  being 
under  our  supervision,  yet  we  can  say  from  a  personal 
knowledge,  that  they  are  one  of  the  most  efficient  organiza- 
tions in  the  city  or  in  the  two  cities. 

Your  Committee,  during  the  past  year,  offered  a  resolution 
authorizing  the  purchase  of  two  steam  fire  engines — one  for 
the  Second  and  one  for  the  Fourth  ward — believing  that  they 
were  necessary  for  the  protectign  of  those  wards  from  fire, 
but  owing  to  the  depressed  state  of  the  finances,  at  the  time, 
it  was  not  passed. 

We  are  still  of  the  same  opinion  ithat  we  were  then, 
strengthened  by  the  fact  that  while  we  then  had  aid  from  the 
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Pittsburgh  steamers,  that  aid  will  now  be  withdrawn;  at 
least  it  has  been  intimated  that  it  is  not  desirable  that  the 
Allegheny  Fire  Department  should  go  to  fires  in  Pittsburgh, 
and  we  presume  it  is  not  their  intention  to  come  to  this  side 
of  the  river.  We  therefore  again  present  this  subject,  in  the 
hope  that  the  incoming  Councils  will  take  hold  of  the  matter 
and  see  that  the  steamers  are  procured. 

We  would  also  suggest  to  the  incoming  Councils,  that 
they  "lake  speedy  measures  for  the  erection  of  a  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph  in  the  city.  We  do  not  intend  here  to  enter  into 
any  detail  of  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  a  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph,  as  they  are  self-evident,  but  if  the  interests  of  the 
citizens  are  consulted,  it  will  be  erected  without  delay.  If 
this  suggestion,  and  that  presented  immediately  above,  be 
carried  out,  we  shall  have  a  Fire  Department  of  which  every 
citizen  of  Allegheny  will  be  proud,  it  will  be  second  to  none 
in  the  whole  country  and  ample  protection  to  the  property  of 
the  citizens  will  be  guaranteed.

There  have  been  eighteen  streets  and  alleys  newly  graded 
and  paved  during  the^past  year,  the  united  length  of  which 
is  10,595  feet,  or  a  fr.action  over  two  miles,  at  a  cost  to  the 
property  owners  of  $60,473.49,  and  to  the  cnty  of  $3,730.47. 
Whole  "cost,  $64,203.96.  In  addition  to  these  Uobinsoh 
street  has  been  repavcd,  at  a  cost  of  $3,327.93— $3,208.91  of 
which  was  assessed  to  the  property  owners,  and  $i  19.02  to

the  city.  Leacock  street  has  been  repavecl  also,  hut  no  esti- 
mate of  its  cost  has  yet  been  made.  East  Lane  and  Chestnut 
street  were  repaved,  the  former  wholly  and  the  greater  part 
of  the  latter,  hy  the  W.  P.  li.  R.  Co.  A  small  portion  of 
Chestnut  street  was  repaved  at  the  expense  of  property  own- 
ers, hut  as  no  estimate  has  been  made  we  are  unable  to  give 
its  cost.  "West  alley,  Lincoln  Avenue  and  ITorth  Avenue  are 
under  contract  for  grading  and  paving,  and  Monterey  street 
for  grading.  Il^orth  Avenue  and  Monterey  street  are  now 
nearly  complete.  The  entire  length  of  all  the  streets  graded, 
graded  and  paved,  and  repaved  within  the  city,  the  past  year, 
is  14,030  feet,  or  two  and  sixty-six  hundredths  miles,  at  a 
cost,  so  far  as  estimated,  of  $67,581.89,  of  which  $3,849.49  is 
assessed  to  the  city,  and  $63,682.40  to  the  property  owners. 
Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $46,191,87  has  been  collected, 
leaving  a  balance  yet  due  of  $21,340.02,  which,  as  it  has 
been  assessed  on  streets  recently  graded  and  paved,  will  soon 
be  collected. 

Of  the  balance  due  January  1st,  186tj,  $20,086  99,  the  sum 
of  $18,907.14  has  been  collected,  leaving  a  balance  yet  due  of 
$1,179,85,  The  total  collections  for  the  past  year  amounted 
to  §65,099,01,  The  combined  length  of  streets  now  graded  and 
paved  within  the  city,  is  twenty-seven  miles,  and  their  whole 
cost  was  $424,628.65.  Collections,  $402,108,78,  Balajice 
due,  $22,519,87.  We  would  refer  you  to  the  accompanying 
papers  for  fuller  details  in  regard  to  the  streets. 

Early  in  the  year  it  was  considered  advisable  to  construct 
sewers  in  certain  sections  of  the  city,  and  accordingly  Ordin- 
ances were  adopted,  autliorizing  the  construction  of  a  sewer 
in  the  bed  of  the  canal,  extending  from  Moro-an  street  to  the 
Allegheny  river,  a  distance  of  8,070  feet.  Another  from  a 
point  south  of  Western  Avenue,  on  west  Common,  to  the 
corner  of  Ohio  and  Allegheny  Avenues,  in  length  3,830  feet; 
and  yet  another  on  Belmont  street,  in  the  First  ward,  ex- 
tending from  a  point  north  of  Rebecca  street  to  the  Alle- 
gheny river,  in  length  889  feet.  Two  of  these  sewers,  now 
generally  known  as  the  "West  Common  Sewer, "  and  the 
Belmont  street  sewer  have  been  corupleted,  and  the  greater 
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part  of  that  in  the  canal  is  also  completed — all  under  the 
supervision  of  your  Committee.  "We  would  refer  you  to  the 
papers  accompanying  this  report  for  a  list  of  the  names  of 
individuals  whose  property  is  drained  by  the  completed 
sewers,  the  pro  rata  assessment  of  each,  their  total  assess- 
ment and  the  whole  cost  of  the  sewers. 

"We  cannot  close  our  report  without  expressing  our  high 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  Mr. 
Thomas  Megraw.  Since  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  ap- 
pointment, he  has  labored  with  untiring  zeal  and  energy  for 
the  interests  of  the  city  and  the  comfort  of  the  citizens, — 
giving  his  whole  time  and  attention  to  the  task.  Entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  position  at  the  beginning  of  the  past 
year,  with  no  previous  acquaintance  with  them,  he  has  dis- 
played an  ability  and  aptness  in  the  discharge  of  them,  that 
cannot  but  commend  him  to  those  for  whose  interest  and 
welfare  he  so  earnestly  labors,  and  believing  that,  for  the 
labor  required  of  and  performed  by  him  his  services  are  very 
ill-requited,  we  would  ofler  and  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  tollowing  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Controller  be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  certify  a  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Megraw,  for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  for 
additional  compensation  to  him  for  services  as  Street  Com- 
missioner.

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It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  exliibits,  that  the  balance 
in  the  Treasury  and  the  bills  receivable,  (when  collected) 
amounting  to  the  sura  of  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
eleven  dollars  and  fiftj''  cents,  will  meet  the  bills  payable, 
amounting  to  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-live  dol- 
lars and  thirty-two  cents,  leaving  the  JBoard  clear  of  debt;  yet 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  Pau[»erism  appears  to  be  on  the  in- 
crease, we  deem  it  unsafe  to  make  any  reduction  in.  the  tax  lor 
the  coming  year,  and  would  respectfully  ask  your  honorabU) 
bodies  to  levy  and  collect,  for  the  maintainance  of  the  poop 
of  the  city,  an  amount  et|ual  to  a  tiiree  mill  tax. 

The  Directors  have  been  long  impressed  with  the  fact  that 
the  present  location  of  the  Institution  should  be  changed^ 
The  location  is  not  now  and  never  was  suitable  for  the  pur- 
pose intended.  While  having  a  sufficient  number  of  acres, 
has  not  enough  of  tillable  land  to  raise  the  a,mount  of  grain 
and  vegetables  required  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  House, 
and  the  amount  of  stock  that  should  be  kept. 

The  Farm,  while  yet  unsuitable  for  the  present  purpose, 
has  become,  and  is  yearly  becoming,  more  valuable  for  other 
purposes;  and  as  property  is  advancing  rapidly  within  a 
reasonable  distance  troai  the  city,  we  think  the  present  would 
be  a  favorable  time  to  secure  a  suitable  Farm,  with  a  view^ 
of  removing  thereon  at  some  future  day,  as  in  a  very  few 
years  the  present  improvements  will  have  to  be  rebuilt. 

We  respectfully  olfer  the  foregoing  suggestions,  desiring 
Councils  to  take  such  action  theicon,  as  m  their  judgment 
will  best  serve  the  interest  ot  the  city. 

We  also  present  the  annual  report  of  18G6  of  Mr.  D.  T. 
Johnson,  Steward  of  the  Cit}'  Farm,  giving  an  inventory  of 
the  stock  now  on  the  Farm,  in  sejiarate  items,  together  w^ith 
the  value  attached,  all  of  which  we  believe  are  fairly  esti- 
mated, the  whole  amounting  to  three  thousand  three  hundred 
and  sixteen  dollars  and  twenty -live  cents. 

We  also  present  a  set  ot  rules  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Officers  and  the  House,  and  respecttully  ask 
that  they  be  confirmed  b^^  action  of  Councils.

AN    ORDINANCE 


Levying  a  City,  Poor  and  Business  Tax  for  the  year  1866  and  appropriating 
the  revenue  arising  therefrom. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  cit'i  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  there  shall  be  assessed, 
levied  and  collected  from  the  persons,  professions,  trades  and 
property,  in  and  of  the  city  of  Allegheny  made  taxable,  a  tax 
of  fourteen  mills  on  the  dollar,  on  the  county  assessment,  tor 
the  use  of  the  city  aforesaid ;  also  three  mills  on  the  dollar 
for  the  support  of  the  poor  of  the  city;  also,  there  is  hereby 
assessed  and  levied  for  the  present  year,  a  tax  of  two  mills 
on  the  dollar,  (for  the  use  of  the  city,)  upon  the  amount  of 
animal  sales  of  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  and  upon 
all  articles  of  trade  and  commerce,  sold  in  the  city,  whether 
sold  by  auction  or  otherwise:  Providing,  no  assessment  shall 
be  for  a  less  amount  than  two  dollars,  the  sum  to  be  collected 
as  other  city  taxes  are  or  may  be  collected,  or  as  the  same  is 
now  collectable. 

Sec,  II.  The  rates  of  license  charged  upon  all  carts,  drays, 
wagons  and  other  vehicles,  passing  throygh  the  city,  shall  be 
as  follows: 

For  each  and  every  wagon,  cart,  car,  dray,  buggy  or 

carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  the  sum  of $  5  00 

For  each  and  every  one  of  the  above  named  vehicles, 

drawn  by  two  horses,  the  sum  of 8  00

pense of  removing  the  same,  the  sum  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  summarily  upon  con- 
viction. 

Sec.  II.  Any  person  keeping  a  pig- sty  or  slaughter  house 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  shall  be  liable  to^a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  summa^ 
rily  upon  conviction. 

Sec.  III.  Any  person  keeping  a  stable  of  any  kind  in  a, 
filthy  condition,  shall  be  liable  to  a  tine  of  not  kss  than  five 
nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  summarily  upon 
conviction.

Extra,  No.  1,  2,  3,  &c.,  on  each  barrel,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  in  all  cases  when  the  barrels  of  salt  have  to  be 
weighed  and  tilled  up  to  the  standard  weight  of  two  hundred 
and  eighty  pounds,  the  expense  of  such  weighing  and  tilling 
shall  be  paid  Oy  the  owner  or  consignee. 

Sec.  III.  For  each  and  every  barrel,  bag,  box  or  other 
package  inspected  he  shall  charge  and  collect  for  every  two 
hundred  pounds  of  salt  so  insj)ected  three  cents  as  his  com- 
pensation ;  he  shall  be  provided  with  proper  brands  and  all 
other  necessary  instruments  tor  the  performance  of  his  duties, 
at  the  expense  of  the  city,  for  the  safe  keeping  ol  which  he 
shall  be  held  responsible.

All  keel  boats,  loading  or  unloading  at  the  wharf,  six  cents 
per  ton  per  day  or  less.  Custom  House  measurement. 

Steamboats  landing  at  the  wharf,  loading  or  unloading, 
six  cents  per  ton  per  day,  or  less,  Custom  liouse  measure- 
ment. 

Boa  s  laid  up  on  the  wharf,  not  loading  or  unloading,  four 
cents  per  ton  per  month.  Custom  House  measurement. 

Elats  or  fiat  boats  lying  at  the  wharf,  not  loading  or  un- 
loadmg,  twenty-five  cents  }>er  day. 

Lumber  (board  measure)  drawn  on  the  wharf,  five  cents 
per  thousand. 

Shin  j;les,  two  cents  per  thousand. 
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Headings,  staves  and  hoop  poles,  eight  cents  per  thousand. 

Spars,  eight  cents  per  thousand  feet,  lineal  measure. 

Uound  or  hewed  logs,  thirty  cents  per  thousand  feet, 
(lineal  measure,)  for  the  first  three  days  or  less,  and  eight 
cents  per  thousand  feet  per  day  thereafter. 

Boards  or  plank  (board  measure)  landing  at  the  wharf  and 
not  drawn,  one  and  a  half  cents  per  thousand  feet  for  the 
first  seventy-two  hours,  or  less,  and  one  cent  per  thousand 
feet  for  every  twenty-four  hours  afterwards. 

Metal,  of  all  kinds,  six  cents  per  ton  for  seventy-two  hours 
or  less. 

Railroad  iron  and  all  other  kinds  of  iron,  ten  cents  per 
ton  for  seventy-two  hours  or  less. 

Sec.  II  The  Committee  on  Wharves  and  Landings  shall 
have  power  to  fix  special  rates  for  the  storing  of  iron,  stone 
and  such  articles  on  the  wharf  in  such  places  as  shall  not  in- 
terfere with  the  public  use  of  the  wharf.

sales  do  not  amount  to  $1000  shall  be  exempt ;  and,  providing 
water  rents  except  by  meter  measure  be  reduced  twenty  per 
cent.,  the  same  to  be  collected  as  other  city  taxes  are  or  may 
be  collected,  or  as  the  same  is  now  collectable. 

Sec.  II.  The  rates  of  license  charged  upon  all  carts,  drays, 
wagons  and  other  vehicles,  passing  through  the  city,  shall  be 
as  follows: 

For  each  and  every  wagon,  cart,  car,  dray,  buggy  or  carriage  drawn 

by  one  horse,  the  sum  of $  5  00 

For  each  and  every  one  of  the  above  named  veliicles  drawn  by  two

For  each  and  every  hack  drawn  by  two  horses,  the  sum  of 10  00 

For  each  and  every  onmibus  or  timber  wheels  drawn  bv  two  horses, 

the  sum  of I'. 13  00 

For  each  additional  horse  attached  to  any  of  the  above  named  vehi- 
cles, the  sum  of 1  00 

Sec.  III.  That  the  receipts  from  wharfage  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  appropriated,  first,  for  the  payment  of  the  inter- 
est upon  the  bonds  issued  for  the  improvement  of  the  wharf, 
and  such  balance  of  said  receipts  as  may  not  be  required  for 
that  purpose,  shall  be  set  aside  and  invested  under  the  direc- 
tions of  the  Councils  of  said  city  as  a  fund  for  the  redemp- 
tion and  payment  of  said  bonds  at  maturity.  Sai<l  appro- 
priation to  be  styled  No.  15. 

Sec  IV.  That  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  Wharf  Im- 
provement Bonds,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  permanent 
improvement  of  the  wharf,  and  said  appropriation  shall  be 
No.  16. 
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Sec.  v.  The  receipts  into  the  Treasury  arising  from 
taxes,  water  rents,  markets,  fines,  forfeitures,  licenses  and 
other  sources,  together  with  all  moneys  in  the  hands  of  the 
I'reasurer  not  otherwise  appropriated,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  the  following  purposes  :

Amending  an  Ordinance  passed  January  9tli,  1867. 

Section  I.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  city  of  A  llegheny,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  salaries  of  the  Con- 
troller and  Superintendent  of  "Water  "Works  be  and  are  here- 
by fixed  at  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  anDum  each,  to  take 
effect  from  the  1st  day  of  January  1867. 

Sec.  II.  That  so  much  of  any  Ordinance  as  may  be  incon- 
sistent herewith,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law  this,  the  Fourteenth  day  of 
February,  Anno  Domini,  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and 
Sixty-seven. 


MEMORAITDUM  OF  AGREEMENT. 

Entered  into  between  Aaron  Floyd,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  and  John 
Atwell,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  of  tha  city  of  Allegheny. 

Whereas,  Some  difiiculties  exist  concerning  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Act  of  Assembly  relative  to  licenses  on  vehicles, 
&c.,  in  the  cities  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny,  &c.,  &c.,  ap- 
proved the  30th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1860,  it  is  mutually 
agreed  by  and  between  the  said  parties  hereto,  for  the  pur- 
pose ot  removing  such  difficulties,  that  firms  or  corporations 
shall  pay  their  licenses  under  said  Act  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  city  wherein  their  mills,  factories,  foundries  or  other 
place  of  manufacture  may  be  located,  irrespective  of  the  res- 
idence of  the  individual  members  of  such  firms  or  corpora- 
tions ;  and  that  in  cases  where  firms  or  corporations  have 
their  mills,  factories,  foundries  or  other  place  of  manufac- 
ture in  any  borough  or  town,  or  section  of  the  country,  not 
included  in  the  said  Act,  they  shall  pay  their  licenses  under 
the  Act  aforesaid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  city  where  their 
principal  warehouse  or  office  may  be  located,  irrespective  of 
the  residence  of  the  individual  members  of  such  firms  or 
corporations.
